AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE GETS BETTER RECOGNITION IN THE USA 


In the United States, the federal government’s Department of Homeland Security 
has taken a look at ham radio and apparently likes what it sees. 


The agency which is responsible for protecting the nations infrastructure and 
its citizens is showing its trust by signing a Statement of Affiliation with that 
nation’s only recognised national ham radio society: The American Radio Relay 
League. 


The memorandum also calls on both groups to collaborate in several other areas, 
including raising public awareness of Amateur Radio as a public safety resource 
and providing training and accreditation for Amateur Radio emergency commu- 
nications.

AMATEUR RADIO CONTINUES TO GROW IN THE USA 


According to a report a total of 20 247 brand new hams joined the hobby for 
the first time in the year ending May Ist in the USA. 


An average of 1 688 new hams passed their exam over the past 12 months versus 
1 580 in the preceding year. Statistically, that’s a solid 6,8% overall increase 
making it some long awaited good news for the hobby.
